Section 422: The paragraph does not specifi- 
cally provide for the procurement, storage, and mainte- 
nance of ammunition and ordnance material. 

OGC Com m ent : 

Section 422(a): With a sufficiently broad 
procurement authority, there would appear to he no real 
need to mention ordnance specifically. 

d. Oh Comment : 

Section 422: The provisions for DCI waiver 
should also extend to Federal Property Management 
Regulations (FPMRs) when deemed necessary by the Di- 
rector. 


OCC Comment: 

Section 422(b): This suggestion seems appro- 
priate and will be proposed to the SSCI staff. 


e. OL Comment: 

There appears to be no provision in the legis- 
lation for the Agency to provide logistics support to 
other Government agencies not specifically identified 
with intelligence activities. Mutual aid and support 
between Government agencies is common practice in 
government when it is deemed to be in the best interest 
of the government. We oresume that participation by 
the Agency will not be limited or excluded under Title IV.
